AS EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITIES IN AGRICULTURE 
and 'small town farm service industries 
have declined, new job opportunities in 
rural eommunities havQ not kept pace with 

, the gro<^th in the rest of the economy. 
Underemployment, unemployment, low family 
incomes, and migration to urban arfeas have 
been the results. The loss of population' 
in rural counties indicates a continuing 

•depletion of valuable human resources and 
leadership* that might bfe devoted to the 
economic development pf the nonmetropoli- 
tan counties of Texas. Rural development 
programs have be&n proposed to counteract 
theffe trends. 

RURAL COMMUNITY GROWTH will become 
a reality when the rural economy becomes 
strong enough to provide needec^^ods aad 
services t© ge'ne'rate adequate job oppor- 
tunities iviA to Support necessary public 
services and^ facilities. An improved 
quality of life for rural residents can 
be achieved only if an adequate ecorfemic 
base exists in the rural communities and* 
areas 1 Rural' communities as a whole are 
hard-pressed to establish the economic 
tod social structures needed to prbvide 
public services and facilities that will 
attract young, productive 'residents. 



Rural conmunity leaders need basic in- 
formation and assistance for establish- 
ing- viable community actian organizations 
and feasible economic growth strategies . 
for improving the quality of rural life. 

THE OVERALL OBJECTIVE of the project 
is to conduct Extension and Research ' 
programs to stabilize and expai>d the 
rural economy In a 'Specific pilot area 
and to expand efforts statewide to stabi- 
lize, expand, and increase the efficiency 
of rural labor markets. 

SPECIFIC OBJECTIVES are: 

1. To enhance business manag^ent 
proficiencies of existing »small business 
firms within the community. 

2. ^ . To encourage expansion of exist- 
ing and creation of new businesses within 
the community and acquiring new businesses 
from outside the community." 

3. To promote job creation, manpower 
training, and labor market efficiency and ■ 
sta1)ility in rural labor markets. 

- THE PROBLEMS AND NEEDS requirring eco- 
nomic developtjient 'f or rural areas can 
best be accomplished through a closely 
coordinated and mutually supportive 
Extension-Research program. Also, to 
avoid duplication of effort and to 
secure the assistance of the greatest 
number of additional resources, program 
content and activities will be discussed ^ 
with economic development agencies 
before implementation.

VIRGINIA FACES RyRAL ECONOMIC DEVELOP- 
>1ENT7 PROBLEMS commpn to those in dther 
states in the nation. Needed are: 
iDore adequate ein{)layiae.nt' opportunities , 
better incomes,, mahpowe't development 
programs » av*^ilability of low and 
moderate incoro housing, and the quan- 
tity and quality of essential community 
services, for ruifal farm and nonfarm 
residents. The challenge of rural de- 
velopment is to increase the tax and job 
bases of rtftral areas to allow full pro- 
vision of desired community services and 
to stem the outmigratibn i)f the more 
able rural young people. These patterns 
destroy the economic and social fabric 
of our rural areas. ^ . 

IN FISCAL Y^R 1974 a Research and 
Extension rural development Title V pro- 
gram was initiated in the West Piedmont 
Planningc-Bistrict, a rural manufacturing 
region. District residents had askied 
for assistance to improve employment and 
income oppo)rtunities. The political 
jurisdictions of the District. were faced 
with rising demands for public, services , 
leading to problems for local government 
finance. . 

RESEARCH ACTIVITY IN FISCAL YEAR, 
1977 will have two thrusts: (1) to 
support the continuing impleroeqtation 
of the CRD Extension education program 
in the West Piedmont District by 



providing specific information to meet 
n^eds expressed while working with'Dis- 
tri'ct commifiiity action groups; and 
(2) to analyze priority economic devel- 
opment problems of the^ Piedmont Planning 
District. The following more specific 
^ Research objectives may be stated: ' ' 

1. Develop additional information 
required- to support implementation of 
the 'CRD rural development educational- 
program iu the West Piedmont District., 

2. Identify agricultural, forestry, 
industrial, and other potentials fqv 
increasing jobs and income^.in the 
Piedmont Region. \ , ' 

3. Analyze' labor f orce tjharacter- 
is tics and alternative roanpower develop- 
ment programs to enhance the alccessi- 
bility to^-existing and potential employ- 
ment opportunities fer the residents dtf 
the Piedmont District. ^ 

4. Analyze local government com- 
mvuTlty service expenditures and tax 
revenues in terms of ilnproving the. quan- 
tity and quality of such services and ^ 
facilities in ^ the Piedmont District. 

5. *' Determine the adequacy 9f hous- 
ing and lyrivate services *8uch as medical 
facilities and analyze alternative pro- 

•grams for iiiq>roviiig their adequacy in 
the Piedmont District. *
